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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in the United Kingdom on 04/12/2000. It is noted, however, that 
applicant has not filed a certified copy of the priority application as required by 35 
U.S.C. 119(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Johansen D 295,776. 

Johansen teaches a holder comprising a rigid tubular body with upper and lower 
openings and a cutaway section having a flared upper edge and a lower rounded notch 
(see figures 1 , 3 and 5), and a flexible loop attached to an upper edge of the tubular 
body portion via a backing plate (see figure 5, 6 and 9). 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed November 22, 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. In response to applicants argument that the flexible loop of 
Johansen is not "affixed to the tubular body portion", it is noted that applicant is correct 
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in that the flexible loop is not "directly" connected to the tubular body in the manner as 
disclosed and claimed by applicant, but it is connected via the backing plate to the 
tubular body. The examiner considers that the loop of Johansen is "directly" connected . 
to the tubular body via the attachment means of the backing plate and rivets shown by 
Johansen. This interpretation meets the structure claimed by applicant.
